Are Upto People | 


Article VIII, Section 1, of the Georgia 
Constitution reads as follows: : 


“The provision of an adequate educf- . 
shall be a primary obli- © before, 


‘tion for the citizen 
gation of the State of Georgia, the ex- 
pense of which shall be provided for by 
taxation. Separate schools shall be pro- 
wae at the mes ry and colored races.” 

Assembly Monday. ac- 
une Kad paver ered affecting both these 
provisions. In both cases the final decision 
‘must be made by the people through their 
elected representatives. 

While the Senate studied the measure 
that would make it possible for the Legis- 
lature to abolish the public school system, 
a nonpartisan group of legislators and lay- 
men were laying out their plan for making 
the Minimum Foundation Program for 
Education into an “adequate” program. 
The’ latter objective, they maintain, can 
be attained. within the framework of the 
Minimum Foundation Law.. . 

The citizens’ committee proposed a 10- 
year program that would cost the taxpay- 
ers of the state millions of dollars. 

The adequate program for Georgia 
schools is thus put before the people of 
Georgia through the General Assembly. 
It becomes, now an issue in next. year’s 
election. “The. people must decide whether 
they are willing to accept responsibility 
for furthering the present program. In 
short, they must define “adequate” and 
decide wheter they are willing to pay 
for it. ... 

The Talmadge administration has, 
without doubt, accomplished more in the 
field of public education than any in mod- 
ern history. It-has fulfilled, too, its prom- 
ises to effectuate the Minimum Founda- 
tion Program. Having raised taxes to do 
this job, the governor feels that the line 
must be held and the Assembly feels the 
same way, Any further moves must await a 
new administration and a new Legislature. 
It is well that the people start 
about them now. — . 

In the meantime, certain measures are 
being offered that would enable loca] com- 
munities to increase their efforts in the 
field of education. These include a meas- 
ure that would make homestead exemp- 
tions for school tax purposes optional to 
communities and another that would lift 
the ceiling on bonded indebtedness. Both 
measures would encourage greater local 
participation in. school financing and 
should be approved. 

In the meantime, Georgia educators 
and leaders in every field hope that no 
hasty action will be taken*that might de- 
ard the Vast progress that has: been 
made.

In New T extile Process 


Ramie, which the Chinese have been 
using for centuries as a substitute for silk, 
has appeared on the American textile 
market. woven into cloth with rayon. 
and cotton. | 

The fiber is the product of a tropical 
plant grown around the world and partic- 
ularly popular gn the East: Properly pre- 
pared it is strong and lustrous. In addi- 
tion to its use as cloth, ramie is made 
into nets, lines and paper, and when gas 
light was the order of the day, the best 
gas mantles were ramie. 

“Thanks to new processes, ramie may 
be another important cash crop for the 
South.’ It is easy to grow, but has been , 
difficult to prepare mechanically for spin- 
ning.

N.Y. Unions Violate. 


F reedom of Press. 


WASMINGTON:-Freedom of the press van- 
ished in the last few days for most of the news- 
papers New York City at _the behest of an 


invisible g 


ment—labor-union dictatorship. What the Constitution 


of the United States, through the Bill of Rights, is supposed to pro# 
tect—the right to publish without restraint from any government, vise 
ible or invisible—has not been protected. 


The Sherman Anti-Trust Law, 
which was passed by Congress in 
1890 as a means of preventing 
“restraint of trade’’—that is, a 
monopoly and any interference 
with production—was originally 
intended to cover all restraints of 
trade. But the Congress exempted 
labor unions from its provisions 
and thereby permitted a _ con- 
spiracy by a group of labor 
unions to prohibit publication of 
newspapers whenever the word 
goes forth to do so. © 

Actually there has been no 
strike as: between printers and 
stereotypers and reporters, on the 
one hand, and the newspapers, 
but these. employes of the New 
York newspapers which do have 
a strike on their hands with the 
phota engravers refuse to cross 
picket lines, anyway. That ties up 
production ‘completely. 

Each of the newspapers has 
contracts with various unions that 
are not themselves parties to the 
strike, but nowadays it is appar- 
ently more; important for union 
members ‘‘to respect picket lines” 
thah it is to respect contracts. 

There is evidently no protection 
for an employer against the con- 
spiracy of several unions to ib. 
contracts with the excuse

The press, howe 
ever, has considered itself im- 
mune from interference with pub- 
lication because of the Bill of 
Rights, and yet no newspaper has 
ever sought to carry a case to the 
courts on the ground that labor 
unions—utilizing powers granted 
by Congress with respect to com- 
pulsory collective bargaining and 
the “union shop’’—are in effect 
depriving the press of their free- 
dom to publish 

The right of nit to operate at 


all and to order their members to 


quit work is one that only the 
laws of the land have granted. It 
can be. taken away at any time 
that the Supreme Court may de- 
cide that a conspiracy to stop the

Ever active in 
church work, Mrs. Jones ques- 
tioned the shop owner on the 
possibility of reproducing 
sketches of St. Andrew’s on note 
paper and Christmas greetings. 


GOOD PROJECT 


She quickly added up the pos- 
sibility of profit in resale* and 
decided it was a workable pro- 
ject for St. Andrew’s women who 
have a fund raising history that 
goes back to 1872.4 


Mrs. Jones learned that in 
order to have cards and note 
paper printed in time for holi- 
day selling she would need to 
have a sketch of the church at 
the engravers within two weeks. 

The Valona woman began call- 
ing the innumerable artists who 
make their homes around St. 
Simons Island. Mrs. Jones 
cduldn’t find anyone who would 
take the commission on such 
short notice. 


Undaunted, Mrs. Jones dug up 


an old architect's drawing of the 
church, ruled off the back of a 
high school commencement card 
and decided to do ihe job her- 
self.

To meet the popular demand 
for non-fattening foods, manu- 
facturers have come out with an 
interesting assortment of low cal- 
orie or no calorie products. While 
these should not be thought of as 
reducing foods—for no food can 
reduce weight—they do add va- 
riety to low calorie fare. How- 
ever, it is important to know that 
the label ‘‘non-nutritive’’ means 


——_— 


no food value, therefore these 


foods are only for those who fol- 
low special diets. 

Low calorie, high protein 
breads are in demand. These 
furnish front 30 to 50 calories 
per thin slice. Cookies and wa- 
fers, made tasty with a non-nu- 
tritive sweetener, contain 12 to 
20 calories per cookie. A pud- 
ding, when prepared with skim 
milk, counts only. 40 calories per 
serving. Low calorie and no-cal- 
orie beverages have proven 
enormously popular. 

Gelatins in six different fla- 
vors, sweetened with non-nutri- 
tive substance, contain a mere 
seven calories per serving. There 


are even low calorie jellies. 
There is a complete assort- 


ment of canned fruits from 
which to choos@ Some fruits are 
packed in their own juice and 
so labelled. Others have a non- 
nutritive sweetener added. The 
calorie count is the same as for 
fresh fruits. The water packed 
fruits for the diabetic have an 
even lower carbohydrate count. 


These special foods add variety 
to a restricted diet. but they 
should be used only by dieters— 
not by those who need a normal 
number of calories, and a normal 
amount of sugar in their menus. 
Also, they must be used only as 
accessory foods.

The new plant, largest of its kind in the South, manufactures 
water pails, garbage cans, wash tubs and other galvanized-stee] 
containers, It was completed in mid-August and now employs 
about 8) workers, and eventually will employ twice that number, 

J&L, celebrating its 100th anniversary this year, is the na- 
tion's fourth largest steel producer and makes about 10 per cent 
of the country’s galvanized-ware requirements at plants here and 


in Toledo, Ohio. 


The new Atlanta plant, the larger of the two, is in a single- 
story brick and stee] building. It has 100,000 square feet of floor 
space and is equipped with the latest in fabricating machinery 
arranged for efficient straight line production. It includes blank- 
Ing and forming presses. punch presses, shears, corrugating 
rolls, a double seamer, bale-meking machines and a hot dip 


galvanizing department. 


Eugene L. Brintley, plant manager, said the building was de- 
signed with ample space for additional fabricating facilities. A

The jack of spades was opened, 
and South could see nothing but 
the chance to finesse against the 
queen of diamonds.

DEAR MR, GIFFEN: As a matter of in- 
formation, would you kindly advise me if there 
is anything in Scripture about selling dogs? I 
think they say it’s in the Old Testament. Kindly advise me.—G, 


DEAR MR. GIFFEN: Is it true that an illegitimate baby 
cannot be saved? I have often heard that this is in the Bible, 
and it never seems quite fair to me somehow.—J.K. 


DEAR FRIENDS: Both of these references are to the laws 
set forth in the 23rd chapter of the Book of Deuteronomy, having 
to do with how Jehovah’s people shall set themselves apart from 
the religious and social practices of neighboring peoples. 

Pagan religions of the time tolerated sexual immorality even 
in connection with worship. 

In a code of high standards of chastity, here are two pro- 
visions which are sometimes mifunderstood. The first prohibits 
cult prostitution.
